finitesimal. Sometimes, 1 should iF 
it is so microscopic in amount as to 
render it doubtful whether we can be 


' cheered at all by the tea tray festivl- 


ties.—London Chrohicle.

The distin- 
guishing characteristics of the Amanita 
phalloides, or deadly agaric, are these:
